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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

3. Claim 6 recites the limitation "the fixed lower section" at line 3 from the bottom of page 
4 and "the liquid outlet" as line 1 from the bottom of page 4. There is insufficient antecedent 
basis for this limitation in the claim. With regard to "the fixed lower section," it is not clear to 
which section the applicant is referring, as several terms using "section" have been disclosed 
(i.e., "top section," "bottom section," "tubular mid-section," and "a perforated inflow section"). 
Regarding "the liquid outlet," clarify to avoid ambiguity to which "the liquid outlet" is referring, 
as both "liquid outlet conduit" and "liquid outlet openings" have been disclosed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claim 7 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. The prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest the limitations for 
the perforated inflow section of the liquid outlet conduit that has a row of longitudinally spaced 
perforations that is co-axial to a water cut control conduit which rotatable to the fixed lower 
section with several rows of longitudinally spaced perforations which have different lengths. In 
addition, the prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest the limitation of a plurality of 
liquid outlet openings that are located at different vertical levels and through which liquid is 
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discharged into a liquid outlet conduit as disclosed in instant claim 1 . Accordingly, independent 
claim 1 and dependent claim 2-5 are allowable. 

Conclusion

to be of interest, as the references relate to the art of gas/liquid separation.
